| Chicago's traction problem. The state fixes the 


taxes. Public education is based on state control. 
The state controls the city’s bonding power. It 
formulates the civil and criminal statutes. It 
licenses professional men. It dominates intrastate 
commerce and all public utilities. It governs these 
affairs and many others. 

Since it does, it is only natural that Chicago 
should demand a voice in the government. The 
reign of the squirearchy’ has been irksome for a 
long time. Chicago might be situated in early 
nineteenth century England, paying as she does 
approximately half the money that flows into the 
state treasury, containing almost half the popula- 
tion of the state, and being represented at Spring- 
field by only 37 per cent of the legislature. The 
reform act of 1832 settled the roast beef of Eng- 
land's squires. But Illinois’ squireens continue to 
grow fat. 

The rule of the squirearchy is immediate and 
well known. It is being fought. What is not so 
immediate, what is not so well known, what is not 
being combated, cay in spo c outbursts of 
revolt, is the other (domineering rule emanating 
from the bureaucracy that struts at Washington. 

The lake level question, on which hangs the fate 
of Chicago’s sanitary system and the city’s health, 
is under absolute control of a military dictator. 
An army engineer and the war department back 
of him, because the lakes, the rivers, and harbors 
are under the jurisdiction of the secretary of war, 
have been able to dictate without recourse to any. 
legislative body or tribunal. The war department 
said Chicago must meter its water. Chicago 
obeyed. Chicago cannot have fixed bridges, Mud 
scows continue to tie the traffic into knots—because 
the bureaucracy of war says so. 

Chicagoans ride on the street cars for a 7 cent 
fare or three tickets for 20 cents because three 
federal judges so decided. They acted under the 
provision of the constitution guaranteeing that a 
citizen shall not be deprived of property without 
process of law, but a tyro can perceive that fixing 
a price of seven tickets for 50 cents is judicial 
legislation. 

Federal bureaucracy controls the board of trade, 
as Mr. Jardine has just proved. The interstate 
commerce commission has just fixed the railroad 
rates to the chagrin of the‘*squireocratic I[linois 
commerce commission, 

Under the Volstead act Washington maintains a 
local pelice force and police courts which deprive 
citizens of property and liberty without jury trial. 

The Chicago burghers are girding themselves to 
obtain their liberty from the domineering and some- 
what rapacious squires in the parliament at Spring- 
field. Meanwhile the bureaucrats in Washington 
are extending their jurisdiction to a dictatorship—

than there used to be. 

Do flies bite like a mosquito? Very 
much, I think. The proboscis of the bit- 
ing fly is able to reach down into the 
deeper layers of the skin. It is built to 
suck up blood. When we swat stable 
flies we find them filled with blood. But 
I do not think they have salivary glands 
like a mosquito. Their bite leaves no 
bump. They cannot inject saliva as they 
bite. So far as we know, they cannot 
inject the germs of malaria, yellow fever 
or dengue. In that respect they do not 
bite like a mosquito. 

If they spread any disease, it is in- 
fantile paralysis, and yet, the claim that 
they spread this disease has not been 
sustained.
